Although good for all 
classes of stock, this type of pasture 
is especially ‘necessary for dairy 
cows, to secure maximum production 
at minimum cost. 

For All Classes 

For any class of stock, when pas- 
tures are included in short rotations 
or when there is any other reason 
for preferring an annual crop, a 
mixture of 2 bushels oats and 1 
bushel fall rye, spring seed, is a 
very suitable crop. The oats mak 
a tall growth and are grazed dows 
before the animals will bother about 
the rye, which mats along the sur- 
face of the ground. This mixture 
is widely used for swine pasture,

Miss Margarita Reed 
Gives Impressions 
Of Johannesburg 


In Letter to. Her Parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Hugh Reed, She Tells 
Of Renowned Boer War City 


Writing to her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Hugh Reed, recently, their 
daughter, Margarita, who was re- 
cently transferred from Port Eliza- 
beth to Johannesburg, South Africa, 
on the Canadian Nurses’ Exchange, 
tells of her first impressions in the 
renowned Boer War city. 

Making a number of friends while 
in Port Elizabeth, Miss Reed writes 
of. her present loneliness and the 
hugeness of the hospital, of which 
she is now a staff member. Some 
idea of the size of the institution 
can be gained from the fact that 600 
nurses are employed there. In spite 
of the size, a new wing of the hos- 
pital is being built, to add another 
2000 beds to.cater to the employees 
of the big mines and the native 
population. 

Much Building Activity 

Building activity is amazing, 
with scores of new offices and flats 
going up, states Miss Reed. The 
gold mines make it a very wealthy 
city and the scores of: beautiful 
homes bear out that contention, but 
it is an-expensive place in which to 
live. 

She refers to Johannesburg as one 
big rush and compares it with Mont- 
real, with the stores and streets al¥ 
ablaze with color at night. The 
weather, she states, has been mar- 
vellous since her arrival there, the 
days bright, not too hot, with cloud- 
less skies, but the evenings chilly 
with a frosty nip in the air. 

Describes Huge Mines 

Driving one Sunday afternoon for 
35 miles, Miss Reed describes the 
Eastern Rand Mining Reef, where 
you look in every direction and see 
huge mine dumps, On a Saturday 
she witnessed the changing of shifts 
at these mines, where they employ 
thousands of natives, who appeared 
to swarm up from the ground every. 
where They are of the Zulu tribe, 
many of them of fine physique, 
healthy and strong. 

Saying she had the chance to go 
down in one of the mines, Miss Reed 
wrote she was “not too keen” about 
accepting, as they are tremendously 
deep, terrifically hot and very damp 
in places. 

The Methodist Church, she state», 
is very strong throughout South 
Africa, and she attended the Johan. 
nesburg church one Sunday evening 
in company with friends and was 
much imnressed with its size. hav- 
ing a seating capacity of 1000. Ie 
was filled'to the doors, with some 
of the congregation sitting in the 
aisles. There were 70 in the choir, 
with a wonderful organ, and the
